If at be decided to excavate the Proposes ca- 
nal to the depth of twelve feet, for the purpose 
of drawing a greater amount of water Esa the 
lake, its Meet will be about 80 yards, and the 
depth 25 feet from the natural surface of the 

ound. To execute this work will require the 
removal of 5,500 cubic yards of hard rock 
earth, and with the facilities that can be afford- 
ed in New Mexico, the labor could not be per- 
formed by fifty men in less than four months 
This we consider the shortest possible time in 
which the work could be done. The effect of 
draining the lake to a luwer depth 18 very doubt- 
ful; but the most probable one is, that the 
water will fall to the lower level, and the ulti- 
mate supply will be nearly the same as at e 
sent. In consequence of the uncertainty that 
any advantage will result from lowering the 
water in the lake, we would recommend that a 
different and more certain method of effecting 
the same object be resorted to. If good and 
substantial dams be erected at diferent points 
ef the stream as it’ caches the valley, the 
water can be collected in large quantities during 
the nights, and at other times when it is not 

for the purpose of irrigating, and al- 
lowed to escape when required. 

We have examined the different points of the 
stream from the Saw Mill upwards, for more 
than two miles, and discovered several positions 
at which dams my be constructed thet will 
collect large supplies of water. The point 
which we would recommend for the construc- 
tion of the first dam, is about two miles above 
the-saw mill. In the immediate vicinity of this 
point, all the materials that will be necessary 
are found in great abundance, viz, timber, stones 
and earth, is first dam one to be about 25 
feet high for a portion of its length, say for 
feet; the remainder will require less materials 
and labor. With thie heighth it wall contain 
about 72,000 cubre yards of water, double the 
whole amount contained in the Mountain Lake. 
The creek at this season of the year will fill the 
dam in about forty-eight heers—in_ midsummer 
a longer period will be required, but probaby 
not more than three days. 

For the construction of this dam, we have 
drawn up a plan, which is herewith. This plan 
we consider the best, cheapest, and most dura- 
ble that can be built with the means and facili- 
ties offered da this country, 

The materials required, are timber, brush 
stones and earth, all of which can be procure 
near et hand, Fhe only tools that will be ne- 
cegeavy for the work are, axes, shevels, picks, 
crew bars, hand-barrows, and a few Carpenters 
teola for making the gateway. 

Three or four teams of oxen er mules will 
be necessary for hauling logs, &c, With there

Mr. Folgar and Smith arrived here last Sun- 
day evening and we are indebted to them for the 
Republican ‘of the 19th August.—They came 
by wey of Bents Fort and left Mr. St. Vrain at 
Taos having met with no accident upon the 
road.—Théy met Gen, Price at Pawnee Fork and 
Capt, Jackson one day ths side who had des- 
patches from Washington for the General.—We 
copy the following from the Republican as the 
latest neves from Géh.

ee 4 Mexico. July 29, 1837; 

My Dear Sin: Ihave the pleasure ofacknow- 
ledging the receipt of your esteemed favor of 
the 14th inst., with its ehclosures, and thank 
you for the news you communicated. Y am un- 
able in return to tell you anything of much con? 
sequence. We are still waiting, and very impa- 
tiently, to see the end of the present state of af- 
fairs , Latterly it has been very generally bes 
lieved that negotiations for peace would be 
entered into, but it appears that expectations to 
this effect are likely to be disappointed, peace 
now appearing to be more remote than ever. A 
junta of the principal generals of the army took 
place yestérday. Some were of opion that the 
wisest course was to march out with their dis» 
pore Aorces and attack the Americans at 

uebla ; but this opinion did not prevail. ‘They 
determined that they would await tranquilly the 
enemy within the walls of the city, continuing 
to.fortify. themselves as strongly as possible 
We know not, therefore, what will happen, or 
whether the Americans will commence ther 
march forthwith. Idoubt whether they will do 
it Vefore the arrival of further reinforcements.
